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-1. Production at Resita falls into two categories, the production of steel 
and iron and the manufacture of finished products. 


‘2 In 1951 Resita produced 18,000 tons of steel. This included 16,000 tons 
of rolled steel and 2,000 tons of raw steel. Of the 16,000 tons of 
rolled steel, about 8,000 tons were reserved for manufacturing at Resita 
and the rest went to other factories in Rumania. The 8,000 tons re- 
served for Resita were divided into three sections: 


a. 4,500 tons for finished products; 


b. 2,500 to 3,000 tons for the investments plan and interior develop- 
ment ;
